aineé a member of the House of 
Representatives in Congress, until his appoint- 
ment to a seat on the Supreme Judicial Bench 
of this state, where he remained for more 
than twenty years. While in Congress, J udge 
Thacher was by no means an undistinguished 
member. The debates of that period will 
show that he took an active part in ali the im- 
portant concerns of his time, and his speeches 
will be found to contain, in the midst of fre- 
queat icony add sometimes sharp satire, much 
useful information «and sound argument. His 
opponents often cowered under the lashes of 
wit and ridicule which he bestowed upon 
what he thought was hollow pretence of patri- 
otism; but such was the universal opinion of 
the goodness of his heart and the honesty of 
his views, that no one felt any anger or re- 

sentment, except in one memorable instance, 

in which his independent and manly conduct 

did more towards bringing the custom of duel- 

ling into contempt, than any thing which has 

occurred in Corgress before or since. He re- 

fused to fight, and instead of sinking in the 

opinion even of fighting men, overwhelmed 

his antagonist in confusion. 

On the bench of the Supreme Court, Judge 
Thacher bas been a faithful and upright pablic 
servant. Tiis mind was well stored with legal 
principles, and his strong memory enabled him 
to apply them to the question which occurred, 
with great facility. ‘The organization of the 
Court until the present year, admitted of his 
being relieved by his brethren on account of '

The bill for a- 
bolishing imprisonment for debt, which origi- 
pated in the senate of the United States, has 

‘ the usual formalities in that 
h of the national legislatere, and been 
sent to the House of Representatives for con- 
currence, where it has been referred to a 
committee and reported back to the house 
without amendment. 

Many persons, it is believed, micapprehend 
entirely the nature of this bill, and suppose it 
is to abolish altogether the practice of im- 
prisoning debtors. If any of the class of poor 
debtors, for whom our sympathies are so often 
excited, suppose that they are to find relief 
from their misfortunes in the provisions of the 
act, they will very soon be undeceived. It 
extends relief to no cases but those of debts 
sued in courts of the United States. The 
relations of debtor and creditor among in- 
dividuals of the same state, are in no 
wise changed by its passage, and the evil 
so long and loudly complained of in this com- 
monwealth, still exists in as much force as it 
ever did. It is hoped, however, that this law, 
confined as it is inits operation, will not be 
entirely useless: It wil doubtless produce 
some effect, and, in removing from our nation- 
ul code one of its offessive features, the re- 
spective states may be induced to follow so 
popular an example of liberality. Though 
we should be sorry tcdeprive any poor debtor 
of a single ray of ccmfort which the passage 
of the law in qnestion may have afforded, yet
